Nine  times  our  T.ord  introduces  the  word,  when 
speaking  to  his  ow  n  disiaples,  and  twice  only  to  the 
unbclieviivi  Jews,  it  seems  siimewiiat  strange, 
then,  that  the  It  ariied  Camiihell  should  rely  wholly 
on  this  w  nrd  to  prove  the  doctrine  of  endless  mise¬ 
ry.

'Plierc  .nrc  fir  oreiiler  eflfiirts  made  for  an 
incr(W.se  of  powi-r  among  the  different  sects,  than 
for  the  promotion  of  virine  and  intelligence.  The 
most  nnjiistirnihlc  me  isiires  are  employed,  mea- 
aures  beM«  r  rcsemhliiig  the  darkest  period  of  igno¬ 
rance  an  I  harlnirism.  than  an  age  of  refinement  and 
civilization.  .Mm  often  profess  to  be  ialmring  for 
the  truth,  when,  in  reality,  they  are  liibosing  to 
strengtlii-n  ii  party,  or  for  the  promotion  of  indivi¬ 
dual  intere-t.  We  think  we  have  witnessed  enough 
lo  jualily  such  remarks.  Hence  our  opposition  to

A  rene- 
lion  must  follow,  which  will  at  once  prostrate,  like 
Ihe  sweeping  blast,  all  the  laiairs  of  those  who  have 
lM>en  engageii  in  promoting  these  excilemenis.  The 
I  mind  may  he  rais«;d  to  a  certain  height,  and  he  in  a 
ij  healthy  slate.  If  urged  farther,  like  the  laiw,  it 
|i  will  break.  Either  insanity,  or  coldness  and  apa- 
jihy,  must  succeed.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  say 
'Which  is  the  most  to  be  deprecated,  or  the  hardest 
jio  be  removed,  the  ravings  of  madness,  or  stupidity 
land  want  of  feeling.  Both  call  forth  our  compas¬ 
sion  nnd  try  our  patience.  Both  are  produc'd  by 
false  religion.  The  effects  are  opposite,  but  the 
cause  is  the  same. 

We  highly  approve,  and  are  willing  to  promote 
a  system  of  religion  ilial  is  lieneficiul  to  society. 
We  are  the  firm  and  unwavering  friends  of  that 
religion  which  is  liiund  in  Goil’slMiok.  James,  an

I  Drar  Sir — An  apology,  if  any  lie  necessary  for 
I  this  address,  is  found  in  the  following.  About  one 
lyear  since  1  delivereil  a  discourse  in  the  town  of 
Steuben,  upon  the  subject  of  the  punishment  of  itie 
wicked.  You  was  present,  nnd  [irivntely  gave  iio- 
lice,  as  f  was  informed,  tliat  you  stiould  refdy  to 
tfie  discourse.  Some  three  months  after  you  at¬ 
tempted  a  direct  public  reply  at  the  same  place, 
when  I  happened  lo  he  present  ;  although  I  had 
not  come  with  the  ex|>ectation  of  hearing  your  re¬ 
ply.  for  notwithstauding  you  ha«l  declared  your  in- 
leiilion,  you  had  not  specified  the  time.  This, 
however,  appeared  to  lie  the  day  for  ihe  fulfilment 
of  your  declaration.  You  commenced  and  poured 
forih  a  low  nnd  scurrilous  tirade  of  misrepresenta¬ 
tion,  (which  disgusted  some  of  your  own  friends.) 
asserting  much,  but  proving  notliing.  At  the  close 
of  this  pretended  reply,  1  nrtise  and  requested  the 
privilege  of  making  a  rejoinder ;  but  was  onee, 
twice,  and  thricb  denied  by  you  ;  notwithstanding 
I  assured  you  and  the  congregation,  tliat  my  re¬ 
marks  should  be  clothed  in  sucli  language  as  not  to 
give  offence  lo  any  one  present. 

Or.  the  23lh  ult.,  ns  1  was  on  my  way  to  Depau- 
villc,  I  invited  you  (supposing  from  your  unpro¬ 
voked  attack,  that  you  was  fond  of  controversies) 
by  pioxy,  to  meet  me  in  friendly  discussion,  upon 
the  main  point  of  difference  between  us  in  religious 
faith,  in  your  town,  on  the  I4tli  inst.  On  my  return, 
I  received  from  you  the  following  answer — “  It  is 
a  matter  between  God  and  yourself  with  wtiicli  1 
have  nothing  to  do.”  Dear  Sir,  was  this  ific  honest 
I'onviction  of  your  heart?  or  did  you  lack  courage 
to  meet  a  Universalist  in  ilebate  ?  Hud  you  con¬ 
sidered  this  nn  exclusive  matter  between  God  and 
myself,  you  would  not  have  engaged  ^  it  with  all 
your  heart,  mind  nnd  strength,  at  the  ahiA'e- mention¬ 
ed  tine,  unless  yon  supposed  yourself  to  be  God, 
and  1  presume  you  will  make  no  such  pretension. 
You  had  not  been  requested  to  reply  ;  it  was,  there¬ 
fore,  a  voluntary  not  on  your  part :  still  you  say, 
it  is  a  matter  with  which  you  have  notliing  to  do  ! 
Will  you  contend  that  you  did  nothing  at  the  time 
of  your  attack  ?  I  admit,  Sir,  as  it  re8|ieci8  an  in¬ 
genuous  refutation,  you  did  nothing  at  all.  Still, 
ibis  docs  not  extricate  you  from  your  dilemma  ;  fur 
you  labored  loud  and  long,  nlthough  you  proved 
unsuccessful  in  the  work.  It  now  appears  from 
your  conduct,  that  you  consider  this  subject  an  ex¬ 
clusive  matter  between  God  and  myself,  only,  when 
you  are  called  upon  to  act  where  1  have  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  replying.  Aa  you  are  determined  that  1 
sliall  not  have  so  opportunity  of  disproving  your 


I  errors  tu  your  face.  I  will  state,  and  answer  a  Ihw 
of  your  objections  by  letter. 

You  said,  I  contended  that  God  is  the  author  nf 
jsin — tfinl  there  is  no  piinishmciil  for  transgression  ; 

I  and  that  there  is  no  difference  between  saints  anil 
j  sinners.  Now,  Sir,  what  1  ilid  say,  was  in  sub- 
!  stance  ns  follows  ; — “  The  creation  was  made  sub- 
ijei'i  to  vanity,  not  willingly,  hut  by  rtason  nf  hiw 
j  who  hath  subjected  the  some  in  hope.”  Man  is 
I  oenerally dissatisfied  with  present  enjoyments;  ex- 
I  peeling,  fiy  liis  nwn  exertions,  to  prVidiice  p<  rm:\- 
I  nent  and  lasting  good  to  himsi  If — he  lielicves  il>r>t 
j  evil  will  result  in*  good  to  tlie  evil-diwr ;  hence, 

I  when  lie  is  engaged  in  the  commission  of  criinv, 

I  he  expects  to  produce  an  incretise  of  |»ersonal  hap¬ 
piness.  Happiness  is  the  great  end  and  oim  of 
man,  nnd  he  generally  pursues  (hat  course  wliu  li 
he  thinks  is  Iht;  best  calciilaicd  to  obtain  it,  and 
which  he  thinks  will  produce  it  soonest,  running 
all  hazards  in  relation  lo  that  winch  is  distant  and 
unceriuin.  Here  we  see  the  necessity  of  leaching 
I  the  truth — that  vice  produces  present  misery,  wfiil* 
|virlup  produces  present  peace.  All  mankind  must 
jhe  rewarded  uiid  punished  aecurding  lo  the  merit 
and  demerit  of  virtue  nnd  vice.  The  only  prinri- 
iple  upon  which  I  can  conceive  this  lo  be  nr-com- 
Jplished,  is  the  principle  of  cause  and  effect.  I  coii- 
jsider  cause  nnd  efleef  to  be  inseparable  in  tht 
iuniverse,  both  in  a  physical  nnd  moral  sense.  Men 
I  do  not  gather  grapes  from  thorns,  nor  figs  from 
jithistles — neither  do  they  obtain  happiness  from 
||vico,  nor  misery  from  virtue.  Virtue  and  vice,  iu 
iUhe  moral  world,  are  causes  which  produce  eflieu 
agreeing  with  lliemselvcs  in  character.  Tlic  vi¬ 
cious  *man  is,  of  necessity,  a  miserable  man,  Iw- 
cause  he  receives  the  fruit  of  his  labor,  Tlie  vir¬ 
tuous  man  is,  iitcessnrily,  a  happy  man,  heeaus* 
virtue  can  produce  nothing  but  its  legitinmie  eflert, 
wfiich  is  peace.  Hence,  ns  virtue  is  obedience  la 
•  he  law  of  G(k1,  it  is  clearly  nsserlim  “Great 
(leace  have  tliey  who  love  thy  law,  nothing  shall 
offend  them.”  Wtien  men  sfiall  fiavc  heroine  eon- 
|vinecri  Ihnt  enuseand  eflei-tnreas  inseparatily  con¬ 
nected  in  the  moral,  ns  in  Ihe  physical  world,  they 
will  not  pursue  vice  to  obtain  li!qipiness,  more  than 
they  will  now  undertake  to  subvert  the  laws  of  gra¬ 
vity  or  motion,  &&c. 

One  thing  you  will  probably  admit, and  tlieBibIt 
is  most  singularly  emphntical  in  its  support,  that 
all  must  be  punished  according  to  the  ileeiis  done 
in  the  body.  Now,  Sir,  if,  as  you  believe,  tli* 
proper  pnnislimentof  sin  is  endless,  and  the  beastly 
drunkard,  nnd  polluted  murderer,  after  shedding  a 
few  fears  of  penitence,  without  receiving  this  pro¬ 
per  punishment,  are  ushered  right  into  heaven's 
immortal  paradise ;  while  the  virtuous  moralist,  who 
lias  not  experienced  a  supernatural  change,  is  con¬ 
fined  in  the  dark  caverns  of  despair  ;  when,  and 
where,  are  they  punished  according  lo  the  divds 
done  in  ihe  body  ? 

If  my  asserting  that  man  is  made  subject  to  vani¬ 
ty,  &tc.,  conveys  Ihe  idea  that  God  is- the  author  of 
sin,  what  does  your  doctrine  declare  ?  You  profess 
to  believe  that  God  created  angels,  and  made,  them 
liable  lo  apostatize  from  their  first  estate  of  sinless 
purity — that  some  of  them  have  fallen,  and  are  con¬ 
stantly  permitted  by  their  Creator  lo  tempt  men, 
women  and  children  ;  nnd  that  they  will  prove  suc¬ 
cessful  in  peopling  hell  with  millions  of  the  human 
race.  I  will  now  ask,  who,  agreeably  lo  this  hy¬ 
pothesis,  is  the  author  of  sin  and  misery  ?  man  nr 
tiis  Maker  ?  ff  you  say  that  man  is  the  author, 
you  involve  yourself  in  a  solecism  ;  for,  according 
to  your  faith,  the  devil  was  created,  and  endowed 
with  power  to  captivate  and  ruin  ihe  soul  befors 
man  had  a  being.  But  the  one-half  is  not  yet  told. 
You  profess  to  Mieve  that  Go<',  from  all  eternity, 
elect^  some  to  everlasting  lilV,  and  reprobated 
otiiers  to  everlasting  death,  and  that  he  foreordain¬ 
ed  whatsoever  comes  lo  pass,  so  ns  to  secure  this 
end.

REMARKS  BY  THE  EDITOR. 

The  com.niiniciiiion  of  Rollin  is  acceptable,  and  has 
been  read  with  interest.  The  apparent  ohje.-t  and  spirit 
of  it  is  highly  i;.>minendable,  as  its  prevailing  chancter- 
irties  are  charily  and  candor.  In  the  samo  spirit  I  will 
tiideavnr  tu  reply  to  our  unknown  correspondent. 

The  article  opied  from  the  Messenger  w  as  in  reply 
to  some  deist  who  claitned  for  Paine  a  high  moral  cha¬ 
racter,  (i(  my  memory  d.«s  nut  mislead  me,)  and  its  au¬ 
thorities  were  named  and  referred  to.  The  controversy 
probably  originated  in  the  fact  that  Paine's  birth  day  is 
observed,  by  a  number  of  men,  in  some  of  our  cities,  as 
the  birth  dav  of  some  great  civil  and  religious  Reformer. 
To  hold  him  up  in  this  light,  as  a  guide  and  an  example, 
must  bo  pernicious  to  the  moral  sen>e  of  community, 
if  he  be  not  an  cxitmplar  whom  men  may  follow  with 
happiness  and  safety. 

Rollin  thinks  Iriilh  lies  between  the  different  opinions 
I  cannot  tints  split  the  tr:ilh — the  lieing  child  cannot  he 
divided — it  belonss  to  the  one  who  gives  evidence,  and 
the  falsehood  must  rest  witli  lli.ise  who  present  only  as¬ 
sertions.  Ill  this  cas.}  the  evidence  given  is  on  the  side 
•f  the  correspondent  of  the  Messenger.  Nor  is  it  wholly 
partial— a  p.jrti.>n  is  given  by  skeptics  themselves,  mid 
the  remainder  by  men,  who,  thuugli  ..pposed  to  Paine, 
would  be  consi.lered  creiliblo  even  by  sk.'ptici.  In 
•peaking  tlius,  I  w.iul.l  he  iniderstoud  as  referring  only 
to  the  latter  portion  of  Paine's  life.  His  early  life  was 
leca  exceptionuble — his  iniddiu  age,  pel  haps,  als..;  ifj 
we  except  some  p..lilical  perfi.ly,  which  nury  have 
been  excmalile.  Out  his  conduct  has  notliing  to  do  with 
bis  opinions,  only  so  fir  as  it  is  the  legitimate  eff.^ct  oi 
those  opinions.  This  rule  I  Indd  tu  he  universal.  And 
when  it  can  be  proven  that  men  nan  he  ma.le  bad  by 
the  precepts  and  doetriiie  of  Jesus  Christ,  then,  but  not 
till  theu,  their  condu',;t  will  disprove  the  trutli  of  Cliris- 
lianity. 

The  allusion  to  David  is  not  appropriate,  llis  char- 
•cter  was  nut  habitually  bad — and  it  was  wicked  only 
iu  the  early  part  of  his  life.  It  is  only  to  the  virtuous 
•haracter  he  b<ire  lute  in  lilu  that  the  commendation  can 
he  supposed  to  apply.  How  dilferent  from  this  was  the 
eharaeterof  P.iine,  if  the  testimony  of  his  own  followers 
nay  be  believed ! 

in  conclusioii,  I  agree  with  Rollin  in  respect  to  the 
effect  produced  by  more  abusive  or condemiialory  asser- 
tiuns.  As  to  the  writings  of  Paine  iizaiiist  the  Bible.  I 
think  Bishop  Watson's  Apology  is,  in  general,  asulS- 
eient  refutation  of  them.  It  is  a  pity  fur  mankind  that 
sash  works  are  not  more  often,  generally  and  carefully 
paruead  by  profesaed  Chriatians.
